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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board of the Town of Southborough 
met at the home of the Rev. Robert F. Cheney, on the 
evening of April 4th,1935, all the members being pres- 
ent, and sworn to the faithful performance of their 
duties by the Town Clerk; and duly organized by the 
choice of Mr. Cheney as Chairman, and Mr. Ramsdell 
as Secretary. The Board has held monthly meetings, 
except during July and August. 


At an early date the Selectmen and Town Clerk 
were notified in writing of the organization of the 
Board, and of its desire to receive such communica- 
tions as might come within its jurisdiction, but to date 
none have been received. 


. 


After study and consideration of the maps, plans 
and zoning laws of several towns comparable in area, 
population and complexion to our own, your Board has 
decided, that owing to the complexity and importance 
of the matter, the citizens are entitled to receive much 
more information than they now possess before voting 
on the subject. 


As no funds were available for the purpose, no pub- 
lic meetings have been held, but it is hoped that this 
cbstacle will be overcome at the coming town meet- 
ing, in order that the necessary publicity may be given 
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to “Planning” to enable the citizens to vote intelli- 
gently upon such zoning laws and plans as may be 
developed the coming year. 


Inasmuch as a comprehensive study can only be 
obtained by the aid of an accurate and reliable map 
of the town, showing metes and bounds, present mer- 


-cantile and manufacturing centres, residential dis- 


tricts, etc., the preparation and making of which we 
are informed would cost approximately one thousand 
dollars; and owing to the fact that we are unable to 
supply all the citizens with sufficient information to 
qualify voting on the subject at this time, the Board 
has deemed it wise to ask for a nominal sum only, say 
$100.00, to be used for expenses, 


Anticipating that many of the citizens will be glad 
tc obtain some knowledge of the aims and objects of 
planning boards in general, the following short state- 
ment is appended. 


The object of “planning” for a city or town, is to 
endeavor to insure the future development of such 
city or town in a way which will benefit all the people 
by gradual and steady growth, the results of which 
will be permanent, in order that banks will be willing 
to make reasonable loans. on long-term mortgages and 
feel secure, avoiding the erection of flimsy structures 


of all kinds; thus securing for the town desirable peo- 


ple and enterprises. This can only be brought about 
by placing right things in right places; and as para- 


~@ 
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doxical as it may sound, the placing of healthy restric- 
tions on property will enhance values and lessen taxes. 


. In accordance with the terms of the by-laws, under 
which this Board has been created, a copy of this re- 
port has been sent to the Massachusetts’ Department . 
of Public Welfare in Boston, with the request that it 
be filed.

Gentlemen :— 


We submit the following report for the Board of 
Public Welfare for 1985. 


The Town appropriated for the three departments 
of Welfare (Old Age Assistance, Mothers’ Aid and 
General Welfare), the sum of $11,100. Our Board 
has expended on these three department $10,962.73. 
To a large majority of our tax payers this probably 
represents the actual cost of Welfare to the Town. 
But this is not quite so. ‘ The state reimburses the 
Town for one-third of its Old Age Assistance and 
Mothers’ Aid. Then there are sums of -various size 
returned to the Town for monies expended on people 
living here, but whose settlements are elsewhere. This 
money is not returned to the Welfare Board, although 
it is expended from their appropriation, but it is re- 
turned directly to the Town Treasury. This year the 
Board of Welfare has returned to the Town Treasury 
$4,023.54. This represents the third of Old Age As- 
sistance due this year, the sums due from other Cities 
and Towns, and additional sums which were due, but 
not collected in other years. Today our Town has in 
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its Treasury al] sums due it from all sources and there 
remains uncollected only current amounts for which it 
is not as yet time to send bills. 


Our work, both clerical and among the people has 
been constantly increasing, and is increasing, and it is 
impossible at the time this report is written to look 
forward to the next year with hopes of any lessening 
of money needed. 


We nave helped either in whole or part 68 different 
‘families and if the individuals in each family were 
counted the number would be much greater. Some 
people we have been obliged to refuse as upon in- 
vestigation we have felt that at the time of request 
for aid the need was not great enough to warrant a 
further burden on the tax payer. , 


We make this report in the hopes that our Town 
will understand that our Board has tried to do its work 
with a sympathetic and understanding view of the 
people vf our Town, who are in trouble, at the same 
time bearing in mind the necessity of keeping its ex- 
penditures as low as possible in order not to increase 
any more than necessary the already too large and 
growing burden on every tax payer.

New Equipment - 


Gas plates were installed in the Domestic Science 
room to replace the worn out electric ones. It is the 
intention of the. Committee to change over from the 
electrically heated apparatus to that using gas and 
coal both for economy in operation and in the price of 
equipment, 


: New curtains in Grade 4 and 5 rooms at P. H. 8. 

These were badly needed. as the old ones were in 
shreds; now the front rooms of the building are all 
curtained .alike and give a very different appearance 
from the street. 


The old piano. at P. H..S. had to be replaced. It 
had seen its best days, but would probably have given 
several years more service had it not met with an ac- 
cident that put it beyond repair. A reconditioned one 
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was purchased from Steinert & Sons, in Worcester, for 
a reasonable sum, with the understanding that we try 
it for the remainder of the year. If at that time 
we decide it is not satisfactory we are to have credit, 
for the amount paid, towards any other wé might

Major Repairs and Improvements 


At Peters High School gas was installed in the Do- 
mestic Arts department and four three-burner gas 
plates were put into operation. Previously electric 
hot plates had been in use. The condition of these 
plates proved to be dangerous and: uneconomical for 
use. The cost of the new installation was less than 
the replacment of electric plates. “7 
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The furnaces at Peters High School annually re- 
quire considerable repairs. . They have been in oper- 
ation since the construction of the building and the 
general condition of these furnaces is poor. It might 


prove good economy .to consider some replacement of 


heating apparatus. 


The policy of annual painting and varnishing in‘ all 
buildings has been continued and as a result buildings 
are in a rather good condition within. 


In the manual training department, sufficient tools 
are added to keep this department in good condition. 
Two new machines—a jointer and a power drill— 
were added. This makes possible the further training 
of boys.in the use of commercial machines. . 


The foundation at the northwest corner ‘of Peters 
High School building was put in good condition. The 
undermining of this corner made this repair impera- 
tive. 


Several needed pieces of apparatus were added to 


the physics laboratory. 


New Books 


In the ninth grade a new textbook in Civics was put 
into use, displacing a-text which had been in use for 
eight years. In grades five, six, and seven a new 


geography was adopted, replacing a text which had 


been in use for six years. In Grades one, two, and 
three a new basal series of readers replaced texts 
‘which had been in use for eight years.

Tuberculosis clinics were held on March 25th and 
September 23, 1935. These were given by the South- 
ern Worcester County Health Association and were - 
given free because Southborough contributes to. the 
support of the West Boylston Tuberculosis Sanatorium. 
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All children of the seventh, ninth, and eleventh 
grades, their parents being willing, were given the Von 
Pirquet skin test. If this were positive their chests 
were X-rayed and they were examined physically by 
the doctors of the Association. 


On April 11, 1935, A Health Day Program was held 
by the first six grades. Plays and songs illustrating 


the different health rules were contributed by each | 


class. Parents were invited. A similar program was 
given by the South Union School. 


Correction of dental defects is still one of our chief 
objectives. A dental clinic would be a boon to many 
of the parents. 


It is with great regret that I mention the death of 
our school physician, Dr. Bacon. He had the interest 
of the children at heart and many are the stories of 
his helpfulness and charity. 


1 wish to take this opportunity to express .my appre- 
ciation of the help of the different charitable organ- 
izations of the town in furthering the health program 
for the children. 


In conclusion, may I thank the School Committee, 
Superintendent, and Teachers for their hearty co-op- 
eration and helpful suggestions.

I am pleased to report that the Handwriting pro- 
gram in the Southborough schools is progressing sat- 
isfactorily. In fact, the achievement in your schools 
has been quite outstanding. I think the fine student 
and teacher morale has made this possible, and I ap- 
preciate greatly the splendid leadership you and Mr. | 
Woodward provide. . 


One evidence of this is to be found in the fact that 
Southborough won the Functional Handwriting Pen- 
nant last year in competitiow with many other excel- 
lent schools. Margaret McNeil, a student in your 
school, also won first prize for the best organized and 


. most beautifully written notebook. 


Senior High School Handwriting Certificates were 
awarded to 83% of the senior class last year. The 
standard for this certificate is high. In order to secure 
it} a student is obliged to write 90 or more letters per 
minute at the best quality on the Ayer’s Scale (90— 
100). ° Junior High School Handwriting Certificates 
were awarded to 85% of the eighth grade students. 
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In the last monthly test, 347 papers were submitted 
to be diagnosed and graded. It was found that 319 
of these papers, 92%, equaled the best score on the 
Ayer’s Scale. .This is a remarkable achievement and 
its significance can be understood when we realize 
that the standard set for the schools of the country is 
60 on the Ayer’s Scale. 


The handwriting equipment in the Southborough 
schools is adequate. The Supervisor of Handwriting 
furnishes the necessary scales, charts, outlines, certi- 
ficates, etc. This material, however, would be inef- 
fectual without the splendid interest and co-opera- 
tion you and your teachers manifest in the work, for 
which I am very grateful.

To the Citizens of Southborough: 


1. During the year 1934, the transfers from the Re- 
serve Fund total $2383.61—a larger amount than in 
‘1933. Of this sum $836.75 represented the Town’s 
share of Federal projécts and $814.00 expense con- 
nected with the Cemetery. In connection with the lat-. 
ter, last September there was a request made of the 
Advisory Committee, by the then Cemetery Commis- 
sions, for a transfer of $883.60, which the Committee 
refused to grant and instead authorized a transfer of 
$300.00.. But later in the fall, after a conference with 
the present Commissioners and in order to take care 
of'a situation for which they were in no way responsi- 
ble, the Advisory Committee authorized another trans- 
fer. In addition to these two items, the Committee 
granted a transfer of $800.00 to complete the work 
on the highway and the bridge at Cordaville. The re- 
maining transfers totalling approximately $400.00, 
were for comparatively small sums, for various depart- 
‘ments of the Town. ; 

2. In its report to the Town, in 1934, the Advisory 
Committee indicated that it had recommended to the 
Welfare Board that it pursue a more aggressive pol- ~ 
icy in its attempt to collect from cities and towns, sums 
of money which were due the Town ‘of Southbor- 
ough. Again, in November, 1934, the Committee made 
the same recommendation. Today, however, the sit- 
uation is decidedly better, for within the last two 
months the Welfare Board has taken such aggressive 
action that the amount which is now due the Town, is - 
comparatively, small. For this satisfactory showing, 
the. Advisory Committee feels that the Welfare Board 
ig deserving of commendation. It also feels that in at-

tempting to cope with what. is indeed a difficult task, 
the Board is doing its work conscientiously and well. 


3. As the result of a conference between the Town 
Accountant and the Advisory Committee, the latter 
recommends that every Department which renders 

bills to the State, as well as to cities and towns, send 
’ a copy thereof to the Accountant at the time of ren- 
dering. the bill, so that he may be fully informed. . 


4. The Advisory Committee, in considering esti- 
mates for 1935, has deemed it advisable to confer with 
the head of every Department of the Town. Further, 
it has asked that every Department, in preparing its 
estimates for 1935, use a set form, typed in triplicate, 
and that it give on the same sheet, a detailed account 
of expenditures for 1934. While the Committee real- 
izes that this has entailed a greater amount. of work 
than heretofore, at the same time it has felt justified 
in its request, in order that it should have before it 
the necessary amount of information to enable it to 
make recommendations and beyond that ‘and looking 
to the future, that the records submitted be so uniform 
that they may be readily filed in an up-to-date cab- 
inet, to be placed in the Town Hall, for use by Advis- 
ory Committees hereafter, 


5. In its several meetings during 1934, the Advis- 
ory Committee has endeavored to exercise care in its 
authorizations of transfers from the Reserve Fund. 
While the Committee has recommended that the 
amount of the Fund be increased in 1935, this is due 
solely to the new requirement of the State to the ef- 
fect that the tax rate must be determined in April and 
that thereafter and until 1936 it will be impossible to 
raise additiona] revenue.
